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REFLECTIVE CLOTHING 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

Q. Sometimes when I'm driving at twilight there is a jogger 
alongside the road, and there are strips on his jacket that really 
light up so you can see him easily. How does that work? 

A. This is a result of your headlight beams being re 
flected right back in exactly the direction they came from 
Ordinarily, light just bounces off regular objects (clothing, 
skin, animals, trees, etc.) in all directions, and not all that 
much light comes directly back to you. That is called light- 
scattering or diffuse reflection. But it is possible to contrive 
to send light right back toward its source. 

The device that does this is called a retro-reflector. A 
cube of some types of good glass having very precise flat 
sides will serve the purpose; it's called a corner cube. No 
matter how the cube is oriented, slanted or tipped, if the 
sides are mutually perpendicular, light entering the cube 
will exit exactly back along the incoming direction 

A basic principle of optics is that the angle of reflection 
equals the angle of incidence. A beam of light entering a 
cube travels until it strikes the back wall. No matter what 
angle it came from, the angle at which it bounces away 
equals that incoming angle. Then the light crosses the cube 
until it runs into another wall, reflecting off that at still an- 
other angle, which in turn depends on the previous angle 
After it hits the third perpendicular wall of the cube, the 
light beam goes back out the front face. Here is what makes 
a corner cube work as a retro-reflector: The sum of the 
angles of reflection add up to 180 degrees! Since the ray of 
light leaving the cube has gone through reflections totaling 
exactly 180°, it's headed back where it came from. 

Working out the aigebra, combining the angies and 
showing that the total is 180° is a standard problem in AP 
physics textbooks. 

This makes retro-reflectors very useful for enhancing 
safety. Bicycles have retro-reflectors mounted on them so 
that oncoming cars will see an intensely reflected light

Road signs are painted with paint containing retro-refle 
tors, so they're easier to read at night. The yellow and white 
stripes on roads contain similar paint, which increases the 
distance a driver can see the stripes; that matters a lot at 60 
mph. License plates likewise are manufactured using such 
paint, which means that a radar beam sent out by a police 
car will bounce back exactly toward the detector because 
radar waves behave exactly as light waves. The range at 
which they can detect a car is greater because of the ret: 
reflectors in the paint 

The astronauts of Apollo 11 and subsequent flights 
placed retro-reflectors on the moon. From the earth, a laset 
beam sent to the moon (about “% million miles) strikes th 
retro-reflector array and comes right back, producing a 
tectable signal at Earth. By timing 
pulse, an accurate measurement of the distance betweer 
Earth and moon is made.

A Message From the STEPS Committee. 


The usual message from the STEPS committee addresses health, wellness, and preven- 
tion. Our goal is to help our friends and neighbors stay healthy as long as possible and live the 
good life. One message we have not addressed is the effects of alcohol and drug abuse on our 
community. New words and phrases have become part of our vocabulary that we would like to 
ignore but can’t. We are bombarded with news reports that mention meth, heroin, oxycontin, 
bath salts, synthetic marijuana, alcohol abuse ... and the list goes on. Our news flash is that 
we have a drug and alcohol abuse problem in Garrett County. 

So why don’t we hear about the problem? And, who are “these people”? The simple answer 
is denial. We do not want to admit that there is a problem and if we do, we want to cover it up 
and deny that it is there. We tell ourselves, “maybe it will go away if I ignore it.” In addition, 
persons with an addictive disorder are experts at hiding their problem. While denying that 
we or a loved one has a problem, the symptoms get worse. The downward spiral includes fi- 
nancial ruin, child neglect and all too often death from an overdose, an accident as a result of 
being impaired, or a chronic illness as a consequence of the addiction. 

There is hope. Prevention works, treatment is effective and people recover. We have many 
prevention programs in our community that are overseen by the Drug Free Communities Co- 
alition. In the coming months you will be hearing of how these prevention efforts are stem- 
ming the tide of abuse. There are also local treatment options available in our community that 
include the Health Department’s out-patient addiction program and private therapists. Those 
persons in need of in-patient services can be referred to programs outside of Garrett County 
and then return when they are ready for less intensive out-patient treatment. Finally there 
are many 12-Step Meetings including AA and NA and faith-based programs where persons can 
find support and acceptance from other persons in recovery. 

The most important step however is the first one. Many wait until they are in a legal, fam- 
ily or health crisis to seek help. The best advice is to not wait, and address the addiction before 
it gets any worse. If you or a loved one is in need of assistance with an addiction you can seek 
help from friends and family, your church, your health care provider or you may call the Garrett 
County Center for Behavioral Health at 301-334-7670. Staff will help you find treatment or sup- 
port that is right for you. If it sounds overwhelming, remember to just take one step at a time.

Although nuts 
are high in fat and calories, they 
are rich in numerous substances 
that are beneficial to your health, 
so they pack a powerful nutritional 
punch.

You should limit your daily con- 
sumption to about 1 ounce; use the 
following as a guide: 35 peanuts; 24 
almonds; 18 medium cashews; or 
12 filberts, hazelnuts, macadamia 
nuts or walnut halves. Remember 
that salted nuts can have too much 


sodium to be healthy, so seek out 
unsalted nuts whenever possible.

Depression is a disease, not a weakness, and can lead to suicide. Fortunately, depression can be treated and lives saved when 
symptoms are recognized and medical help is sought. 


Most people with depressive illness do not seek treatment, although the great majority, even those whose depression is 
severe, can be helped. Thanks to years of fruitful research, there are now medications and psychosocial therapies (cognitive/ 


behavioral, “talk” or interpersonal) that ease the pain of depression. 


Some symptoms may include feeling: 
Nervous or “empty” ¢ Guilty or worthless e Like no one loves you ¢ Like life is not worth living 


Or if you are: 
Enjoying things less than you used to ¢ Sleeping more or less than usual ¢ Eating more or less than usual

Our 
services include pain control and 
physical, emotional, social and spir 
itual support for the patient and the 
patient’s family during the illness 
and through the grief and bereave 
ment process 

Hospice of Garrett County, Inc

Why Your Home Needs 
a Smoke Detector 


Fires can break out at any time 
and move quickly through a struc- 
ture, making early warning criti- 
cal. The earlier you know of a fire 
breaking out, the greater the chanc- 
es of getting out safely. Smoke de 
tectors are an excellent first line 
of defense and can detect a poten 
tially fatal fire 

According to the Maryland Inju 
ry Prevention Program, about 92% 
of Maryland homes have smoke de 


tectors; however, more than 60% of 


house fire deaths occur in homes 
that lack a working smoke alarm 
Most smoke detectors are battery 
operated and ifthe battery runs out, 
the alarm is useless. Many smoke 
detectors will give off an intermit 
tent noticeable chirping sound when 
the batteries need replaced. A bet 
ter plan is to replace the batteries 
in smoke detectors at least once a 
year. A common day that many us¢ 
to change their batteries is Daylight 
HAVIN:

every year on that day. Smoke de- 
tectors should be kept clean and 
inspected and tested on a monthly 
basis. Never paint over a smoke de- 
tector; it will prevent the detector 
from working correctly. 

Often the first hint of a fire is 
the smell of smoke. In fact, this may 
be the only indication something is 
wrong. Although you may not ini- 
tially see the fire or feel the heat 
associated it, the smell of smoke 
should quickly reach you. A good 
smoke detector is far more sensl- 
tive than your nose and can pick 
up the smell of smoke far quicker 
This early warning may make the 
difference between survival and 
death or between minor and total 
property loss

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Back and neck pain are wide 
ly recognized as the cause of lost 
work time and lowered productiv 
ity. To address these issues Garrett 
College has launched an in-house 
workshop for employees to increase 
awareness of ways they can reduce 
or eliminate some of the causes of 
these types of pain 

Garrett College’s Marketing 
and Communications assistant 
Peggy Santamaria, who is also a 
certified instructor and long-term 
practitioner of yoga, recently held 
the first workshop to address some 
of the common causes for neck and 
back pain in the workplace 

“One of the best tools we have to 
combat common neck and back pain 
is awareness of what we are doing 
with our bodies that may cause it 
Aside from disease and traumatic 
injury, much of the discomfort we 
experience in necks and backs re 
sults from self-inflicted injury. We 
habitually sit and walk in a man 
ner that increases the likelihood of 
pain,” she pointed out 

With so much of the work day 
spent in front of a computer termi 
nal, misalignment of the shoulders 
and neck can lead to discomfort or

ence while working.” 
Santamaria suggested several 
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simple movements that can release 
the rounded shoulders by loosening 
tight pectoral muscles which are 
shorted by the round-shouldered 
posture. “Once we open the chest 
and let the shoulders drop back to 
a more comfortable alignment, the 
forward head posture will begin to 
correct itself,” she said 

Much of the lower back pain 
experienced by most people can be 
caused by tight or shortened hip 
flexor muscles, Santamaria noted, 
indicating the area at the top of the 
thigh where legs connect to the tor- 
so. “When these muscles get tight, 
they can pull the pelvis into a posi- 
tion that impacts the muscles of the 
lower back. Often, when we stand 
after sitting for any length of time, 
we feel like we need to stretch our 
back muscles. More likely we need 
to stretch our hip flexors which 
connect to muscles in the lumbar 
area,” she said. 

Again Santamaria demon- 
strated some very easy stretches 
for those flexors that could be the 
culprits in lower back pain. “The 
alignment of the lumbar area can 
greatly affect our comfort in sitting, 
walking, or doing any of our daily 
routines. Whether we over-arch or 
round the lumbar outwardly we 
can experience anything from mild 
discomfort to debilitating pain,” 
she noted 

hose attending the workshop 
igreed that the information and 
simple movements would be valu 
able tools for them. “Peggy’s session 
on stretching and body mechanics 
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showed us that our daily move- 
ments — how we sit, walk, etc 
can have a long-term impact on our 
muscles and muscle pain. The sim- 
ple stretching exercises she taught 
us, which are easy and quick, can 
help reverse those negative effects 
and decrease some of our muscle 
pain,” said Denise Friend, coordi- 
nator of Distance Learning. 

Dr. Jeff Reitz, professor of Math- 
ematics, said he had attended the 
session because he has a chronic 
stiffness in his lower back and was 
hoping to find some ways to allevi- 
ate it. “This workshop was helpful. 
It got me to think about how I hold 
my body as I walk and sit. I’m pay- 
ing much more attention to that 
now. I had never considered, real- 
ly, that the discomfort in my back 
had anything to do with my legs 
and the muscles in the front. I am 
doing the stretching exercises from 
the workshop,” he said. 

Sue Fowler, program coordina- 
tor for Continuing Education and 
Workforce Development, was also 
among those attending the first 
workshop. She said she thought it 
was a beneficial program for the 
college to offer to employees and 
that it was presented in a manner 
that made it fun. “Peggy’s demon- 
stration of the arched-back, runway 
walk was quite entertaining. I al 
ways thought super models looked 
ingry because they're hungry. Af 
ter Peggy's presentation, we all 
now know that they're angry be 
cause their backs are killing them,”

The 
message that students got the first 
week of the campaign was “Pop,” 
which was printed on stickers that 
were given out on bags of micro- 
wave popcorn. During week 2, hap 
py stress balls with the message 
“Pop Positivity” were handed out. 
Finally in week 3, mechanical pen 
cils with the full message “Pop Pos- 
itivity, Not Pills” were distributed. 

“Prescription drug abuse is a 
community concern,” said Nancy 
Brady, Prevention supervisor at 
the Garrett County Health De- 
partment. “Through our Drug Free 
Communities Coalition, we have 
heard from law enforcement, health 
care providers, educators, and com 
munity members alike that pre- 
scription drug abuse is a real worry 
in our county.”

through participating pharmacies 
and health care provider offices. 
Parents will also be targeted, as 
teens consistently identify them 
as their most influential source of 
information about drugs. 

“We will be reminding parents, 
family members, and neighbors of 
teens to secure prescription drugs 
in the home, and count their pills 
regularly,” stated McLaughlin. 
“Many adults just don’t realize 
that their prescription drugs are 
at risk of being taken right out of 
their medicine cabinet.” 

Additional plans for this year’s 
Majority Rules Campaign include 
posters in the schools, postcards to 
parents of middle school and high 
school students, and several com- 
munity initiatives that are in the 
planning stage.

Collected In Fifth 
Drug Take-Back

fifth time in 
Americans emptied 
medicine cabinets, bedside 
stands, and kitchen drawers 
unwanted, unused, and 
expired prescription drugs 
and took them to collection 
sites located throughout the 
United States as part of the 
Drug Enforcement Admin 
istration's (DEA) National 
Prescription Drug Take-Back 
Day 

The local take-back, held 
on Sept. 29, was sponsored by 
the Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office, Maryland State Police 
Barrack W, the Drug-Free 
Communities Coalition, the 
Garrett County Health De- 
partment, and the DEA. 

About 50 pounds of medi- 
cine was collected in Garrett 
County at four sites, to add 
to the 488,395 pounds (244 
tons) of medications col- 
lected at more than 5,263 
locations nationwide. When 
added to the collections from 
DFA's previous four Take- 
Back events, more than 2 mil- 
lion pounds (1,018 tons) of 
prescription medications have 
been removed from circu- 
lation 

According to the 2011 
Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administra- 
tion's National Survey on 
Drug Use and Health (NS- 
DUH), more than 6 million 
Americans abuse prescrip 
tion drugs. That same study 
determined that more than 
10 percent of people abusing 
prescription pain relievers 
got them through friends 

relatives, a statistic that 
includes raiding the family 
medicine cabinet, a spokes- 
person said

So it is actually 538 electors who officially elect 
the president and vice president, and we as individual 
citizens cast a vote for our particular state's electors 
In nearly all states, electors are awarded on a winner- 
take-all basis to the candidate who wins the most votes 
in that state. Although the electors are not required by 
federal law to honor a pledge, in the overwhelming 
majority of cases they vote for the candidate to whom 
they are pledged. 

However, even though the intent of the Electoral 
College was to protect the rights of smaller states, 
things have not worked out so well. For the past few 
weeks, Obama and Romney have been spending 90% 
of their time — and lots and lots of money — in what 
are known as swing states of which there are about a 
half-dozen. Ohio and Florida have been the stomping 
grounds by both candidates lately because a win in 
one or both of these states will likely give that can- 
didate the overall victory. In fact, 95% of the typical 
presidential candidate's election budget is spent in six 
to eight states 

So, while the Electoral College was supposedly 
designed to protect the rights of smaller states, look 
at what is happening. Clearly a vote by an Ohio or 
Florida citizen is worth a lot more than a vote by one 
who resides in Rhode Island, Mississippi, or Mary- 
land, for that matter. Even the huge states of Cali- 
fornia and Texas are "unimportant" in this regard, as 
each is clearly going to go a certain way (California, 
Democrat, and Texas, Republican). So there is no true 
fairness, there is no equality of votes throughout the 
country. It is radically disproportionate. It's no wonder 
sO many people fail to show up at the polls. 

Making matters even worse than the inequality of 
votes, then, would be the case of the candidate get- 
ting the fewer number of popular votes becoming the 
president, which may well happen less than two weeks 
from now. 

Interestingly, Maryland became the first state in the 
nation to technically drop out of the Electoral Col- 
lege through a bill passed in 2007. Governor O'Malley 
signed the law that awards the state's electoral votes 
to the winner of the national popular vote, but only 
fand here is the caveat) as long as others agree to do 
the same. That really means that the law will go into 
effect only if a lot of other states do likewise. If that 
happened, Maryland voters could vote 100 percent 
Democratic, but if the Republican won the national 
vote, Maryland's electoral vote would go to the Re- 
publican. 

If indeed the Nov. 6 ciection results in the candi-

DIETING IS BAD FOR YOUR HEALTH 
PART I — The Problem With Dieting 
by Dr. James J. Damato 

Q. I have read so many books about how to diet and lose 
weight, but despite all the special gimmicks, I don't lose weight. 
I can't figure out what to do. Can you give me the straight 
scoop?

A. Your question is a very good one, which touches 
on a major health issue that affects more that half of our 
community and nation. I'll address several related topics in 
consecutive weeks. The objectives of this series are to assist 
you in A) assessing your current weight — to determine if 
you're at risk for serious disease, and B) eating in a better 
way that promotes good health. 

The main concept is to have a food plan, 
to "going on a diet." 

The series includes: Article 1: The Problem with Dieting; 
Article 2: Analyzing Your Need for a Food Plan; Article 3 
Describing the Food Plan; and Article 4; Implementing and 
Evaluating the Effectiveness of Your Food Plan 

In addition, these articles will also provide guidelines 
that will allow you to enjoy a wide variety of foods without 
placing your health at risk. Failure to develop an enjoyable 
and satisfying food plan that meets your individual and 
family health needs will result in serious and potentially 
fatal health problems that can shorten your life, limit career 
opportunities, and damage relationships 

Dieting is bad for your health for a number of reasons: 

1. Diet plans prevent you from taking personal respon 
sibility for your own actions. (If the plan fails, it must be 
the diet rather than your own failure in not changing how

2. Rapid weight loss diets often involve extreme eating 
habits which are not sustainable and deprive your body of 
essential nutrients; 

3. Diets frequently involve depriving you the pleasure 
and satisfaction of eating a wide range of delicious and 
healthy foods; 

4. Diets frequently do not teach you how eat in a manner 
that is healthy, satisfying and enjoyable; and 

5. The weight loss associated with diets is often tempo 
rary because they don't teach you how to eat 

An effective food plan will allow you to enjoy the plea- 
sures of eating while promoting your health and well-being 
for a lifetime 

Let's start this discussion by asking, Who taught you 
how to eat? Eating is a learned behavior just like driving 
a car, making a cake, or using firearms. The vast majority 
of us learned to eat from our parents and/or grandparents 

In our community, many of our forebears had demand

ing physical jobs related to agriculture and mining. They 
often worked 12-16 hours a day, six to seven days a week 
In order to survive, it was necessary to eat large meals that 
were high in carbohydrates and fats. However, today our 
work activities are far less demanding, yet we often eat as 
though we were still working 18 hours a day in the fields 
or mines 

Since our bodies do not know the difference between 
working at a desk or in a field, all extra calories are stored 
as fat. The extra fat is stored in our hearts, brains, blood 
vessels, abdomen, breast, hips, and intestines, as well as, 
liver, kidneys, and circulatory blood vessels. When this fat 
storage becomes excessive, there is a dramatic increase in 
disease, which shortens your life and significantly reduces 
the quality of your life 

These complications of being overweight include cancer, 
diabetes, dementia, kidney failure, liver failure, blindness 
heart attack, stroke, and impotency. In many instances these 
conditions are more severe in women than men because of 
physiological, anatomical, and hormonal differences. The 
good news is that if an appropriate food plan is implement 
ed in a timely and consistent manner, these conditions can 
be prevented and in many instances reversed 

With this and subsequent articles you will have the op 
portunity to obtain the knowledge and motivation not to 
diet, but rather to develop a food plan that will allow you 
to eat what you want in a manner that promotes health and 
satisfaction. The secret of the program is not "whar 
eat,” but "how to eat.” 

Finally, your efforts to adopt a more nut 
joyable food plan will not only be personally beneficial 
but you will serve as an outstanding role model for the 
men, women, and children in your life who depend upon 
you. You will be able to teach your loved ones how to 
and thereby assist them in developing and achieving their 
full potential by having sound bodies and minds. Being 
overweight is not only a killer, but significantly reduces the 
chances to achieve your full potential, as 
careers and meaningful relationships

Ben Cardin ~ The Affordable Care Act helps Maryland- 
ers by allowing children to remain on their parents’ policies 
until age 26, stops insurance companies from denying full 
coverage due to pre-existing conditions, and eliminates 
lifetime caps on policy limits. Small businesses make up 
74.2 percent of all Maryland businesses, but only 44 per- 
cent offer health insurance to employees. Since 2010, more 
than 55,000 Maryland small businesses have been eligible 
for tax credits for a percentage of their contribution to 
their employees’ health insurance. From 2010-13, eligible 
companies will receive tax credits of up to 35 percent of 
their contribution toward the employee premiums; and,a 
sliding-scale tax credit to small employers with fewer 
than 25 employees and average annual wages of less than 
$50,000; a full credit for employers with 10 employees or 
less and with average annual wages of less than $25,000. 
In 2014 and later, eligible companies who purchase health 
insurance coverage through the exchange can receive a tax 
credit for two years of up to 50 percent of their contribu- 
tion. Insurance exchanges also will drive down rates by 
leveraging the collective buying power of small businesses 
in exchanges or group pools rather than forcing them to 
continue paying as much as 35 percent higher premium 
costs than comparable large businesses 

Mary Podlesak — As a business owner, | will have an 
intrinsic interest in holding down costs. The Affordable Pa- 
tient Care Act has laudable features, including the coverage 
of the uninsured and those with medical conditions consid- 
ered uninsurable. With those points being granted, | believe 
the legislation itself is an albatross, which I would vote to 
rescind, one that could have accomplished its goals without 
adding billions to our deficit, deforming the constitution, 
medicine, and the first amendment.

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SUMMARY OF QUESTION 1: CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 
Prince George's County Orphans’ Court Judges Qualifications 
Chapter 394 of 2011 (Senate Bill 281)

SUMMARY OF QUESTION 3: CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 
Elected Officiais - Removal from Office - Crimes 
Chapter 147 of 2012 (House Bill 211) 

This proposed constitutional amendment changes the point at which an elected official charged with certain crimes is 
suspended or removed from office 

Under the State Constitution, there is a two-step process for removing a State or local elected official who, while in office, is 
convicted of or pleads nolo contendere (a plea stating that the defendant will not contest the charge but does not admit guilt or 
daim innocence) to a crime that is (1) a felony; or (2) a misdemeanor that is related to the elected official's public duties and 
responsibilities and involves moral turpitude, and for which the penalty may be imprisonment (“disqualifying 
misdemeanor”). First, if the elected official is convicted or pleads nolo contendere, the elected official is suspended from office 
During the suspension, the elected official may not receive pay or benefits and the office is filled temporarily Second, if the 
conviction is not appealed or is affirmed on appeal, the elected official is removed from office. If the conviction is reversed or 
overtured, the elected official is reinstated automatically for the remainder of the term, if any, and all pay and benefits are restored

(among a total of seven) that were petitioned to ref 
erendum. 

Question 4, known as the Dream Act, would make 
individuals — including undocumented immigrants 

meeting certain conditions eligible to pay in-state 
tuition rates at community colleges in Maryland, and 
upon meeting certain criteria there, also qualifying for 
in-state tuition at four-year colleges/universities. The 
knee-jerk reaction to this has been negative, as many 
believe that illegal aliens should not have this right. 

However, allowing undocumented immigrants who 
were brought as children to the United States to at- 
tend state universities as residents will position them 
much better to become productive members of society 
They will be eligible only if they get good grades in 
high school, and then they must complete at least 60 
credit hours in a community college in order to receive 
the tuition break for their third and fourth years of 
college. They also must meet certain conditions relat 
ing to attendance and graduation from a Maryland 
high school, filing of income taxes, intent to apply 
for permanent residency, and registration with the 
selective service system (if required). Immigrants in 
general have shown to have good to excellent records 
of achievement in education, and it makes sense to try 
to keep successful college grads, regardless of where 
they were born, in Maryland. 

A vote against Question 5 would repeal the new 
boundaries for Maryland's eight U.S. congressional! 
districts. The restructuring of District 6, which in- 
ciudes Garrett County, was cieariy littie more than a 
political move by Democrats to swing the majority of 
the district's citizens from Republican to Democrat 
The new boundaries lumps together citizens of dis- 
tant communities with totally different needs. This is 
known as gerrymandering, which should be rejected, 
regardless of which party is responsible. 

The most controversial question on the ballot is #6, 
titled the Civil Marriage Protection Act, which was 
passed by the state legislature this year and allows gay 
and lesbian couples to obtain a civil marriage license 
Rega: dless of one's personal/religious views on such 
unions, this is a question of equal rights, and gay cou 
ples are absolutely entitled to the same rights as those 
of their heterosexual counterparts. Maryland's expan- 
sion of marriage equality will not affect religious insti- 
tutions, because protections were specifically written 
into the bill. A vote upholding the law will also send 
a message to gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgende 
teens in the state that they, too, are full members of 
society. 

Question 7 is the Gaming Expansion Referendum, 
which allows for the expansion of commercial gam- 
ing in Maryland, supposedly for the purpose of rais 
ing revenue for education. Generating more rane for 
education is always a worthy endeavor; however, there 
1s doubt as to just how much gambling revenue will 
ultimately be spent for that purpose. There are 
a number of exclusive, significant economic advan 
tages being offered to casino owners (e.g., tax breaks) 
that the rest of the state's business owners can only 
dream about. Finally, one must always consider the 
various adverse social consequences associated with 
gambling. With all of this in mind, a no vote on Ques 
tion 7 seems prudent.

NOVEMBER SUN AND MOON - As November begins, 
the sun appears in front of the stars of Libra, appearing to 
drift a degree a day eastward relative to the stars. The sun 
moves into the star group Scorpius in the early evening of 
Nov. 22, where it stays until Nov. 29. The sun then slips 
into Ophiuchus, staying there until mid December. (These 
dates correspond to the actual star group boundaries, not the 
dates of the Astrological signs.) The star group Sagittarius 
can be seen low in the southwestern dusk. Other prominent 
evening zodiac groups in November are Capricornus, Aries 
and Taurus. On the other side of the sun is the star group 
Virgo, appearing in the eastern dawn sky. Other prominent 
zodiac groups at dawn are Leo, Gemini, and Taurus. In early 
November, sunrises in Oakland are about 7:45 a.m. (Day 
light Time), while sunsets are about 6:15 p.m. (10.5 hours of 
daylight). On Nov. 4, we return to Standard Time, causing 
sunrises and sunsets to be an hour earlier. Around the end 
of November, Oakland's. sunrises are about 7:15 a.m., and 
sunsets occur about 4:57 p.m. (about 10 hours of daylight) 
So during November, the brighter stars are last seen around 
6:15 a.m. Standard time (early dawn) and then reappear about 
6 p.m. Standard Time (late dusk) 

Because of the Hunters’ Moon on Oct. 29, there will be eve 
ning moonlight in early November. On Nov. |, the moon will 
appear near the very bright planet Jupiter. In early November 
the moon rises nearly an hour later each night. On Nov. § 
the moon is rising just before midnight; you can more easily

On the next evening, the moon 
will appear to the South of the planet Jupiter. There will be 
plenty of evening moonlight through the end of November 
NOVEMBER PLANETS - The five nearest planets are 
easily seen by eye during a year, four of them shining steadily 
in contrast to the twinkling stars. (Mercury, only seen close 
to the horizon, may flicker.) Mars can be seen very low in the 
southwestern dusk. The very bright planet Jupiter is promi 
nent in the East in the late evening hours. Venus rises about 
two hours before the sun and dominates the eastern dawn. On 
the mornings of Nov. 28 and 29, Venus passes to the south of 
the planet Saturn. Saturn is dim in comparison with Venus 
In late November, the planet Mercury can be seen very low 
in the southeastern dawn, rising 90 minutes ahead of the sun 
Mercury will appear below and to the left of Venus 
NOVEMBER EVENING STARS - The Big Dipper is 
very low in the North.

Closes 2012 
Black Bear Hunt 


The Maryland Depart 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) closed the 2012 black 
bear hunting season at 9 p.m 
on Friday, October 26, final- 
izing the hunt in five days 
The DNR reported 92 bears 
to mandatory check stations 
in western Maryland. Garrett 
County reported 82 bears, 
with Allegany County report- 
ing 10. 

This year 4,027 hunters 
applied for a permit, but only 
693 hunters participated. Of 
the bears taken, 67 percent 
were taken on private land 
The average live weight of 
bears taken this year was 
160 pounds. John Fink of 
Oakland took the largest bear 
of the season, a 452-pound 
male 

The Maryland Natural Re- 
source Police (NRP) charged 
22 individuals with viola- 
tions during the black bear 
season. Charges included

That's 
because you've mastered every video game in the house, 
watched every movie she rented for you, and clicked 
through cable several dozen times. You've managed to 
tease your sister, torment your brother, and Mom is next 
in line 

You're about to say you're bored, which means you're 
about to get into big trouble. But before you do that, why 
not find Unbored: The Essential Field Guide to Serious Fun by 
Joshua Glenn & Elizabeth Foy Larsen. It might single 
handedly save your whole family from complete craziness 

So you have a few days off from school. It's a holiday, 
a weekend, or just some sort of break and you're glad for 
the time, but you don't exactly know what to do with it 
That's where this book comes in, because it's filled with 
pages of excellent ideas 

Let's say, for instance, that you'd like to get rid of your 
boredom by exploding things. Unbored can help, with in- 
structions on safe ways to make a big mess. You'll need a

pion awards were truly inspir- 
ing" said Al Todd, executive 
director for the Alliance for 
the Chesapeake Bay. "Their 
examples are a continual 
reminder of the positive local 
action and careful land stew- 
ardship that is taking place to 
sustain our treasured natural 
resources 

Of the 41 million acres of 
land in the ¢ hesapeake Bay 
watershed, about 55 percent, 
or 24 million acres, are for- 
ested. These forests provide 
vital services such as clean- 
ing the air, filtering drinking 
water, reducing storm water 
flow, providing wildlife habi- 
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tat, providing recreation op- 
portunities, and contributing 
to the economy 

But according to Craig 
Highfield, program manager 
for forestry for the bay, "the 
amount of forest continues to 
decline each year — 100 acres 
per day on average — even 
though we know that forests 
are the best land cover for 
protecting water quality.” 

This is one reason the work 
being done by groups like the 
Savage River Watershed Asso- 
ciation is so critical, he noted. 

As Maryland's premier 
brook trout fishery, the Savage 
River has been identified as a 
conservation priority because 
it is one of the few water- 
sheds that still contain intact 
populations of native brook 
trout in Maryland. The main 
reason for these high quality 
streams is that 82% of this 
watershed is forested. More 
than half of this forested area 
is public land, mainly Savage 
River State Forest, according 
to Dorsey. 

"Since organized in 2006, 
SRWA has recognized this 
vital connection between the 
native brook trout popula- 
tion, healthy streams, and 
forests," he said. "A non-profit 
organization formed by local 
landowners and citizens, the 
Savage River Watershed As- 
sociation works diligently to 
preserve and enhance the na- 
tive brook trout habitat, main 
tain overall stream quality, 
and preserve and enhance the 
biodiversity in the watershed.” 

Since 2008 SRWA has 
recruited and coordinated 
volunteers to help control 
invasive species like Japanese 
spiraea and garlic mustard in 
the sensitive Bear Pen Run 
area of Savage River State 
Forest. 

"In 2012 alone, SRWA 
destroyed countless Japanese 
spiraea shrubs and removed 
over 1,275 pounds of garlic 
mustard from this desig- 
nated wildland," Dorsey said. 
"SRWA efforts to control the 
invasive species help ensure 
healthy tree regeneration and 
protect habitat for endangered 
species such as the West Vir- 
ginia White butterfly.” 

SRWA volunteers have also 
planted over 4,000 red spruce 
trees to date in Savage River 
State Forest with hopes that 
they will fill in gaps where 
hemlock trees have been lost 
to an exotic invasive insect - 
the hemlock woolly adelgid. 

Emerging threats from 
the proposed Marcellus shale 
drilling and hydraulic fractur 
ing activities have also become 
aconcern for the Savage River

"We are very excited about

Superstorm Sandy was one for the history books. In our 
73 years of operations, Somerset Rural Electric has seen 
very few storms that have caused so much damage and so 
many members without power. Now that the lights are 
back on and we've had a chance to catch our breath, there 
are a lot of people we want to thank. 


First, thank you to our members who lost power as a 
result of the storm. Your patience and your expressions of 
support for our people in the field were greatly 
appreciated. We're humbled that the first thing many of 
you said after getting the power back on was “thank you” 


rather than complain. 


We also want to thank the outside crews who helped with 
the restoration. We had an additional eight linemen from 
REA Energy, Indiana and Ebensburg, PA, two linemen 
from Bedford REC, Bedford, PA, four linemen from 
Bottenfield Power Line, Hollidaysburg, PA and 12 tree 
trimmers from Townsend Tree Experts, Parker City, IN. 


Finally, thanks to the Co-op employees who were out in 
the field and in the office. In the six days, line crews 
replaced more than 40 broken poles while our office 
personnel fielded more than 8,000 calls. It takes a huge 
logistical effort to restore and rebuild after a major storm.

Farm Service Agency (FSA) administrator Juan M. Gar 
cia this week urged farmers and ranchers affected by Hurri 
cane Sandy to keep thorough records of all losses, including 
livestock death losses, as well as expenses for such things 
as feed purchases and extraordinary costs because of lost 
supplies and or increased transportation costs 

FSA recommends that owners and producers record all 
pertinent information of natural disaster consequences, in 
cluding 

‘Documentation of the number and kind of livestock 
that have died, supplemented if possible by photographs 
or video records of ownership and losses; 
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Daies r pul 
chase receipts 

*Costs of transporting livestock to safer grounds or to 
move animals to new pastures 

*Feed purchases if supplies or grazing pastures are de 
stroyed 

‘Crop records, including seed and fertilizer purchases, 
planting and production records 

*Pictures of on-farm storage facilities that were destroyed 
by wind or flood waters; and 

*Evidence of damaged farmland 

Producers with damaged farmland should contact their 
local FSA office. The Emergency Conservation Program 
(ECP) may be able to assist producers who need to repair 
farmland or remove debris because of Hurricane Sandy 
FSA currently has $15.5 million available for producers in 
counties that received a Major Disaster declaration pursu 
ant to the Robert T. Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency 
Assistance Act. Producers located in counties that have not 
received a Major Disaster declaration should visit their lo 
cal FSA office for information on ECP if funding becomes 
available in the future 

Producers with private forest land that was damaged 
should also visit their local FSA office for information on 
the Emergency Forest Restoration Program (EFRP). EFRP 
provides assistance to landowners of private forest land to 
help carry out emergency measures to restore land dam 
aged by a natural disaster.

"SERF may be off the grid, 
but it puts Frostburg State 
University very much on the

The approach of twin 
storms from opposite direc 
tions Hurricane Sandy 
and a winter storm — as the 
ceremony was being held was 
not lost on the dignitaries in 
attendance.

DETERMINING YOUR NEED FOR A FOOD PLAN 
PART U 
by Dr. James J. Damato 

In the previous article, I explained that dieting is bad for 
your health because if the diet fails, the diet gets the blame 
ind not the dieter. Taking responsibility for your food plan 
and health is essential in order to have healthy outcomes 
[his article will permit you to analyze your current food 
plan by helping you to determine if you are overweight. If 
you are overweight, your current food plan is potentially 
placing your health at significant risk 

The good news is that if you are reading this article it 
indicates that you are taking the first steps in accepting re- 
sponsibility for improving your health. This process will 
begin by helping determine your Body Mass Index (BMI). 
lhe BMI is one standard that can be used to determine if 
your food plan is helping you achieve and maintain an ap- 
propriate weight 

The BMI Table has your height on the left side of the ta- 
ble, your BMI value runs across the top of the table, and the 
central part of the chart has the various body weights you 
will use to determine your personal BMI. To use the BMI 
chart, complete the following steps: (1) Select you height 
on the far left column of the table; (2) Move across the 
column next to your height and find your current weight; 
(3) Finally, move up the column to the top of the table to 
determine your BMI. For example, if your height is 5'0" 
and you weigh 123 pounds, your BMI = 24; if you're 5'11" 
and weigh 200 pounds, your BMI = 28.

Now that you have located your BMI, what does it mean? 

) BMI = 24 or less indicates you are not overweight and 
that your current food plan is maintaining and promoting 
your health. (2) BMI = 25-26 indicates you are overweight 
by a few pounds and that with some adjustments in your 
food plan you'll achieve an appropriate weight. (3) BMI 

27-29 indicates obesity and your existing food plan is 
unhealthy (4) BMI = 30 or more indicates that your are 
yery obese and your food plan is potentially endangering 
your health 

An alternate method to determine if your food plan is 
helping you maintain and promote your health is to simply 
divide you waist measurement by your hip measurement 
For example, if your waist measurement is 35 and your hip 
measurement is 45, your waist-hip ratio is 0.77. The bigger 
the ratio number the more serious is the risk presented by 
your existing food plan. For women the recommended ra- 
tion is 0.80 or less and for men is 0.95 or less. In addition, 
fat located in the abdomen poises additional! risks for seri- 
ous heart and circulatory disease 

So what is the big deal of being overweight? Your body 
was designed for one person, and if you are 50, 75, 100 Ibs 
overweight, your body is severely stressed to carry the extra 
load. This is like a Volkswagen pulling an 18-wheeler. It will 
pull the 18-wheeler for awhile, but it will break down. This 
analogy also applies to your body and health 

What are the consequences of being overweight? Diabe 
tes with all its terrible complications; worn out knees, hips, 
ankles, and feet; poor blood circulation, including harden- 
ing of the arteries; stroke, heart attack, weak immune sys- 
tem, impotency, increased rates of breast, uterine, ovarian 
cancer. Finally, being overweight can make it difficult to 
establish and maintain relationships, as well as potentially 
limiting job opportunities. 

The good news is that all those conditions can be pre- 
vented by developing and implementing a healthy and en- 
joyable food plan. Only you can take responsibility for your 
health and choose a new path that promotes and maintains 
a healthy weight for you and your family members 

Next week I'll provide you with the simple details needed 
to either modify your current food plan or initiate a food 
plan that will help you to achieve your health and career 
goals

books on evil or sordid subjects. We should read a 
variety of books. There is an old proverb which says 
beware the man of one book, meaning to beware of 
anyone who is single-mindedly devoted to a single book. 
It is a testament to the open-mindedness of the men who 
chose which books to include in the Bible that they chose 
a wide variety of books, reflecting a wide variety of views 


and religious experiences.

An incident management team 
from the state of Kansas assisted in directing the rescue 
operations, and Maryland Emergency Management 
Agency officials acquired 80 National Guard troops and 
40 pieces of equipment.

Open-Air Burning 
Is Advised During 
Current Conditions 


Landowners or contrac 
tors outside incorporated 
towns who are interested in 
burning brush, debris, etc.,

Burning Regulations, Title 
8, Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Subtitle .07, Maryland For 
est Service, “burning may 
occur at anytime when the 
ground ts covered with snow 
if all other requirements are 
met.” 

The open-air burning regu 
lations apply to activities in 
woodland and within 200 feet 
of woodland, or a flammable 
material that could carry 
fire to the woodland. There 
should be a firebreak at least 
10 feet wide around the fire, 
and adequate personnel and 
equipment present ontrol 
the fire. The fire should be 
“out cold" before all person 
nel leave the scene 

Landowners who wish to 
open-air burning 
while the ground is covered 
with snow are still required to 
obtain a burning permit from

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FOOD DISTRIBUTED TO STORM VICTIMS 
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Maryland * Thursday, November 15 
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NO MORE BRANCHES - Garrett County residents 

are continuing to clean up the widespread tree damage 
wrought by a late October storm that resulted in 
unprecedented consequences for the mountaintop and 
surrounding area. Hardly a tree was left unscathed in 
the weather event that was described as a dangerous 
combination of Hurricane Sandy and a northern cold 
front. Heavy snow broke limb after limb after limb, leaving

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DNR Secretary Griffin Holds Second 
Annual State-Of-Deep Creek Lk. Event 


Secretary John Griffin and 
other Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources officials 
held their second annual state- 
of-Deep Creek Lake meeting 
on Wednesday afternoon at 
St. Peter's Catholic Church 
parish hall in Oakland. More 
than 100 people attended 
the 24-hour event, in which 
many property owners gave 
impassioned pleas for Griffin 
to “save our lake." 

As during last year’s meet- 
ing, howeve Gig Tin indicat- 
ed that, overé¥T, Deep Creek 
Lake is in good shape 

"The lake continues to be 
a healthy reservoir, meeting 
federal Clean Water Act 
standards," the secretary said 

He and other state of 
ficials pointed to the results 
of their Deep Creek Lake 
monitoring program that 
they started in 2009 and pre- 
liminary results of the Phase 
LL sediment study, which 
was paid for through DNR, 
Garrett County, and DCL 
Property Owners Association 
funds 

Griffin indicated that 
Phase II fieldwork has been 
completed and results will be 
available in January and May 
with the final report available 
in July 

"We'll be looking at the 
whole watershed and sources 


ofsediment and the ways that 
individuals, governments, 
and groups of individuals can 
help to arrest sediment and 
nutrient flows into the lake,” 
the secretary said 

He noted that sediment 
buildup is most evident in five 
or six coves in the southern 
end of the lake 

"By July 2013, DNR will 
have a cost estimate for 
dredging channels in coves," 
Griffin said 

He stressed several times, 
however, that coming up with 
the funds to cover the cost will 
be difficult given the current 
economic climate 

Director Bruce Michael, 
DNR resource assessment, 
reported that a shoreline study 
conducted in July found the in- 
vasive Eurasian watermilfoil

FOOD PLAN 
PART Ill 

by Dr. James J. Damato 

In the previous articles, I explained that dieting does not 
work. You were then shown how to calculate your body 
mass index (BMI) in order to determine if your current food 
plan was meeting your health needs, This week | present an 
outline of a food plan that is healthy and enjoyable, which 
will require you to eat more, not less. Remember, it is not 
what you eat, but how you eat that matters 

This is critical: Before beginning a food plan modifica 
tion, consult your primary care physician to ensure that 
your food plan does not interfere with existing health condi- 
tions or treatment regimens 

The one challenge a healthy food plan presents is that 
you have to actually "plan" your meals. While this is not 
difficult, it does require a little time. For many of us, time is 
at a premium, but time spent on improving your food plan 
will add appreciably to your health and longevity. For the 
most part, you should plan to eat six times a day: breakfast, 
mid-morning snack, lunch, mid-afternoon snack, dinner 
and evening snack 

Family genetics is important in determining your health 
and longevity; however, studies of individuals who have 
lived beyond 90 have noted that these men and women gen 
erally eat primarily grains, vegetable, fruits, nuts, beans, and 
fish. Various meat products were also consumed, but meat 
products constitute a smaller part of their overall diets. In 
addition, the fats consumed were in the form of mono- and 
poly-unsaturated oils, such as olive, canola, sesame, sun 
flower, and corn. Animal fats and hydrogenated oils found 
in meat, cold cuts, and snack foods were avoided 

Your main meals of the day should be organized in such 
a manner that ‘4 plate contains all types of vegetable/fresh 
fruit of any type, % compiex carbohydrates (aii types ot 
beans, whole grain cereals, whole grains such as brown 
rice, barley, wheat, oats, etc.), and %« lean meat/eggs/fish 
of your choosing (4-5 ozs.) 

Eat high-fiber foods, which help satisfy your appetite 
The more color found in a vegetable, such as red, green, 
yellow, orange, the more nutritious the food item. If you 
are still hungry after eating all that is on this plate, you can 
start over. I can assure you that this will not happen very 
often, but if it does, enjoy it 

Now, how about those pesky snacks? These would in- 
clude fresh fruits of all types, various whole-grain cereal 
bars, flavored cottage cheese, yogurt, Weight Watchers or 
equivalent treats, and 2-3 ounces of nuts. Ice cream may 
also be included, it but should be limited to a “4 cup ora 
small cone. Limit cheeses to 2-3 ozs 

The reward for implementing this plan is that one day a 
week, you can eat anything you want. No limits 

If you follow this plan, your appetite will adjust, and 
you will find that it takes a lot fewer goodies to satisfy your 
sweet cravings. What snack foods should be excluded from 
your food plan? — high-calorie snack foods such as chips, 
dips, cookies, cakes, ice cream, cold cuts, and hydrogenated 
food products 

Eating fast food used to be a no-no, but today, many fast 
’ that meet he althy food pl an. requiure 
ments. Avoid super-sized products unless they're low calorie 
or are composed of fruits, grains, vegetables, and cereals 
Broiled or grilled items are preferable to deep-fried foods 
which should be avoided because they often contain twice 
the number of calories and less nutritional value

Phere are numerous health food plans also available on 
line or at the library. Examples of healthful plans include 
(but are not limited to) California, Mediterranean, and 
Weight Watchers plans. However, if you need to lose over 
50 pounds, seek a community or medical support program

The 
common Catholic 
grace which runs 
"Bless us, O Lord, and 
these thy gifts, which 
we are about to receive, 
from thy bounty, 


through Christ our 


Lord, Amen" is found 
in the Gelasian 
Sacramentary, a 
Catholic service book 
which dates from the 


late 7th or early 8th century. An even simpler 
grace is the prayer which runs "Lord, bless this 
food to our use and us to Thy service, and make 
us ever mindful of the needs of others." If you 
grew up saying grace before each meal, as I did, 
you may have become deaf to the meaning of the 
words. We are often struck most when we hear a 
prayer or a poem for the first time. When I 
recently heard an even simpler version of the 
above prayer, i.e., "Bless this food to our use and 
us to thy service," I was moved by its simplicity. 
Growing up Catholic, however, and hearing the 
Catholic grace every single day of my life, | grew 
numb to that prayer's many facets and deeper 
meaning. Only recently did I find renewed 
meaning in the prayer, when I realized that the 
relatively short prayer contains three separate 
prayers, a prayer of petition (Bless us, O Lord), a 
prayer of Thanks (implicit in the words "gifts" 
and "bounty"), and a prayer of exaltation 
(through Christ our Lord). There are many ways 
to say Grace, and perhaps the simplest way is to 
bow your head and thank God for His goodness.

Residents Meet 
To Develop GC 


"Senior College" 


by Peggy Santamaria 

A group of local residents 
met recently under the aus- 
pices of the Garrett Col- 
lege Continuing Education 
and Workforce Development 
(CEWD) Division to discuss 
the creation of the GC Senior 
College. Facilitated by Sue 
Fowler, program director, the 
group laid the groundwork 
for this project 

Fowler explained that a 
“senior college” is an entity 
developed by a community 
group to establish an educa- 
tion program that would be 
determined by the member- 
ship. The target membership 
of senior colleges is generally 
retired people, but there is 
no age specification as such 
The common denominator 
among members is a keen 
interest in lifelong learning 

“The membership ‘board’ 
makes decisions about what 
topics to study, when, where 
to offer them, and who can 
teach them," she said 

A discussion facilitated by 
Fowler focused on the struc- 
ture and content of a senior 
college. 

"I have researched some 
other models that are cur- 
rently operating around the 
country," she told the group. 
"The basic structure in many 
models stipulates that stu- 
dents pay a yearly member- 
ship fee of $25 to $35 and 
then a minimal price for each 
class taken. These fees gener- 
ally run $10 to $25." 

The senior college being 


Maine 
long learning institutes, ; 
the Garrett College CEWD 
program catalogue. These 
materials provided a spring 
board for an exchange of 
thoughts on potential 
riculum 

The group's brainstorm 
ing session resulted in the 
creation of a list of topics 
of interest, including travel, 
languages, aging process, arts 
and crafts, art appreciation, 
international relations, civics, 
geography, finance, health, 
robotics, leadership analysis, 
cooking (international) his 
tory, and problem solving 

“There was also a discus 
sion On presenting programs 
thematically, such as Spanish 
language classes, Spanish 
cooking classes, geography 
and history of Spain, a class 
on traveling safely, and even 
a group trip to Spain," Fowler 
reported 

The group also began com- 
piling a list of potential re 
sources available, such as the 
Garrett College facilities in 
McHenry, Oakland, Grants- 
ville, and Accident, which

computer labs, programs like 
the Joan Crawford Lecture 
Series, art shows, and athletic 
events. 

The resource inventory 
extended to people who could 
provide instruction, such as 
local professionals, retirees, 
full-time and part-time coun 
ty residents, group members, 
local clubs, and associations 
with expertise like the Moun- 
tain Laurel Garden Club, the 
Discovery Center, and the 
Area Agency on Aging 

"We set a time line for ini 
tiating the GC Senior College, 
with our first classes to be 
offered in spring and summer 
2013," Fowler said 

The next meeting of the 
planning group will be held 
next Monday, Nov. 19, from 
10:30 a.m. to noon in Room 
211 of the Continuing Edu- 
cation building. The agenda 
will include: defining the 
structure for operation; com 
piling name suggestions for 
the program and a system for 
choosing the final name; and 
developing subcommittees to 
focus on specific tasks such as 
class ideas, instructors, class 
resources, marfketing, enroll 
ment, and finances
